Section V

practice also perform legal work which is completely unrelated to lobbying. AH fees for 
services and reimbursable expenses paid by Devine, Millimet & Branch clients 
(including lobbying clients) for this period and prior periods are deposited into the 
operating revenues of the law firm. AH operating expenses of the law firm are paid 
from operating revenues of the law firm.
